So, too, the inun 
ber of convictions nud^r the act in 
1SOO \\ere t\\o males nnd 00 females 
Again, in certified retreaU there 
pro^ision for 131 men and 174 \\otn 
en. And in the recent -epidemic of poi 
soiling among beer drinkers in Man 
<ih*ster and its neighborhood the ma-

women. 


Now, Mr. why is all this? Why are 


so many tvomnn becoming drunkard*? 


(1) First, perhaps, to put it broad- 


ly, the increasing independence of 
women mny be a factor; i. c., women 
during tho last T>0 or 10 year^ act more 
than formerly according to their own 
discretion: they arc by common con- 
sent, or, if not by consent, jet by cus- 
tom, accorded more liberty, a liberty 
which it seems ^nmc of them proceed 
to abuse. 


(C) Tn the struggle for life which 


this independence engenders there is 
often the element of failure or ov«r 


tne not imroquent eare'fvssnws oronr 
own profession, for medical men are 
too lipt, bhoulil they deem it neces- 
sary to prescribe alcohol, to say: "Oh, 
take a little wine," leaving it to the pa- 
tient to determine the dos«; \\hcreas, 
did they reali/e that alcohol wa& so 
insidious a poison as it is. possessing 
Os it does the reductive po\\er of in- 
ducing the exhibition of larger doses, 
they might hesitate before they placed 
\\ithout limit such a dangerous drug 
in the hands of their patients, and 
prescribe it in more accurate doses, 
and wrapped, perhaps, on some less 
pleasant taste. 


(C) Among the well to do the habit 


of drinking champagne 
and 
other 


j \\ines at dinner, footers a taste that 
| tends to enthral rather than to lea^e 
. the partaker a free agent. So-called 


I moderate drinking is a snare, as few 


j have Mifticient self-control to deter- 


mine uhat moderate drinking is. 


Among men -some of the causes of 
nebriety tire the temptations arising 
rom boon companions; 
there exist- 


ng a sort of idea that to refuse to drink 
vhen invited is a kind of insult 
or 


\ant of good-fellowship. Again, how 
often business transactions are scaled 
by a drink, though happily this is not 
so frequent a habit as formerly. To 
he«e causes must be added business 
ami domestic troubles, and but too 
jften a careless-, untidy, or nagging 
uife drives the man to h;s only club, 
he public house. 
Men drink in company, women too 


often in secret, making the detection 
of the early stages difficult or almost 
mpossible. 


We will now just see how this evil 


of dr'nking affects men and women. 


1. WhAn a man comes home drunk 


he comes as a terror lo his children, 
who shrink on hearing hU footsteps; 
lie quarrels with his wife, as to his 
food, it may be; he may be violent 
and smash up his little furniture, and 
with the broken pieces assault 
his 


long-suffering partner. Hut when a 
woman drinks she neglects her chil- 
dren, pan its their 
clothes, Icaung 


them exposed to cold and disease; she 
uecrlects her home and her husband, 
driMiig him probably also to drink, 
and so leading to assault and perhaps 
murder. 


Again, when a man is imprisoned 


for some consequence of his drunken- 
ness, the family is indeed deprived 
of the chief bread-winner, and they 
aro exposed to want and privation, 
which may, however, be mit.gated by 
the industry of the wife; but when 
the wife is shut up the family is de- 
prhed of the mainstay, the husband 
is left without Anyone to cart* for h;tn 
or provide his food, the children are 
left to run about uncared for and ex- 
posed to all sorts of dangers, and on 
her coming out of PUM>II her drink- 
ing habits- are as bad as ever, and 
thehouse has ultimately gone to wrack 
and ruin. 


T have hitherto referred only 
"to 


\ii\es, but woe betide that solitary 
woman, whether the 
unmarried or 


the childless widow, who, companion- 
le.ss and despairing in her very soli- 
tude, has recourse to drink in order 
to infuse, if possible, some measure 
of so-called happiness or oblivion into 
h°r probably objectless 
life. 
For 


these sad and unhappy ca«es the vic- 
tims of a veritable disease, measures 
must be taken (1) to present them 
having access to the pobon that is de- 
stroying their existence, (2) to help 
them in their light against tho ter- 
rible onsets of the drink-er,i\e, and 
(3) to build up their health during the 
process, which, in most cases', i-v as- 
sociated with a deeper despair and 
hopelessness. And in our dealing w i t h 
these suffering Bisters of ours let us 
ever remember that a tender and hu- 
man sympathy will do more to wean 
them from the habit than any meas- 
ure of forcible coercion. 


Among the well to do. facilities for 


women obtaining drink are heins^mul- 
tiplied. 
The granting of licenses to 


grocer^ is one of the chief of these. 
The housekeeper has no necessity to 
enter a public house, she has only 
to go to her grocer and hav« tho bot- 
tle of ^wine put down as candies or 
raisins or pome other commodity, and 
even the lady in her carriage can there 
obtain all she needs without even en- 
tering a wine met-Hunt** establish- 
ment. 
And to thoM* who ha\e 
no 


shrinking from 
entering 
a 
public 


house there arc now being fitted up la- 
dies' bars, comfortably furnithed, and 
in some cases, w i t h a separate, unob- 
trusive door, where the enemy lies in 
wait to compass their destruction. 


The drink habit lajs hold of women 


insidiously, and of its- effects one of 
the most frequent is the habit of ]\» 
ing—a pretty constant syinptom of 
the disease; 
then comes untidiness, 


poxerty, dirt, ruiu and death. 


But before death eioses 
the sad 


scone there is another effect that is 
becoming 6>plorably frequent, 
nnd

cohol I» Very Serious nnd Oh* 


•cure Source of Dl»ra*c. 


A remarkable icvelation of the most 


serious injuries occurring 
in 
beer- 


drinkers has come to light in the neigh- 
borhood of Manchester. England, in 
the past two \ears. 
As* far b;:ck as 


18S4 attention was calkd to the numer- 
ous- cases of alcoholic parahsU in this 
vicinity. A few \ears a f u r a noted 
expert described similar C:I^LS which 
seemed to be \cry numerous in that 
section. From that time on these pe- 
culiar case.s ha\e increased, until last 
year an examination was made and it 
was found that in the neighborhood 
of Manchester and the mill districts 
about, alcoholic paralysis- was almost 
an epidemic. Three 
hundred caM's 


were noticed at MaiH'hesfr, and near- 
ly five per cent, of all the cases set n 
in the hospitals in this region, and ex- 
tending to Liverpool, and * v«n to Lon- 
don, showed this kind of paNy. A care- 
ful inquiry reiealed the fact that near- 
ly all these uctims were beer-drink- 
ers* An analysis of tliv beer.show id 
the preser.ee of arsenic in 
.sufficient 


quantity to account for this peculiar 
palsy. 
obtained specimens1 of beer, 
finding 


arsenic in nearly every instance. 


More careful examination 
showed 


that .sulphuric acid entered into the 
manufacture of glueo^e u*-ed in the 


that the dNeaso is due'largely to beer 
poi.voni'd w i t h arsenic, alcohol 
and 


mineral waters wlitre carbonic acid N 
u-ed to make them eftVr\evemg. This 
dUtase is well known in this country, 
but is not \ei-y common. Whether the 
brewers us» glucose prepared from 
sulphuric acid containing arsenic is 
not known, but neuritis, or palsies of 
the extrenrties among beer and alco- 
hol drinkers, can be found in many 
sections. 


The common term d»ceribing these 


eases is- "rhenmat^m." Persons who 
have UMH] beer and spirits to e\oe«-s 
eall these nerve defects "rh'Mimatic." 
Jt is probable that long before these 
nerve diMases appear the disorders 
of the brain oeenr wli'eh attract at- 
tention, and the other \\mptoms are 
supposed to foPow. 
In reality 
the 


breaking down of the br:tin is the re- 
sult of the obsetire Inil.itnmation of 
the neixes rather th.in otherwise, Tlie 
stiflfness of the lou"r extremities and 
dtflienlt\ of walking notieul among 
inebriates >s no doubt a very common 
symptom of thK 
dNtimM 
affeetion, 


which nm !iot go on to 
extreme 


stage-. 
| 


The conclusion from thU ^ery start- 


liner ui^eoiery is "\ule:it, that alcohol 
in any form [s n \ery ^erious and ob- 


Kxperts visited breweries and I seuro M>nree of dKeuse, nnd th.it in 


tht1 future we shall be able to trace 
miiry Diseases to this source that are 
now unr"eogui/ed. Beer used In large 
qtiantiti(*s and continuously is a \ery 


destructive agent, not in Its 


beer. This ticid was made from iron 1 intimate effects but in its cumulative 
pyrites, and contained quantities of 
arsenic. It was* used on account of its 
cheapness, and in large quantities by 
many of the leading brewers. 
The 


symptom^ following corresponded to 
arsenic poisoning, and many of 
the 


cases died. Others suffered from paU 
sies and diseafres of tho nerxous sys- 
tem which praet'cally 
incapacitated 


them for all work in the future. 
It 


wa.* found that a large number of 
brewers u«ed in their beer this cheap 
glucose containing arsenic, and while 
the quantity was very small the ac' 
cumulated effect in persons who drank 
large quantities of beer was apparent 
in very serious and obscure diseases 
of t he ner\es of motion. 0\er.">00 eases 
have been noted, and this* probably 
does not include more than a small 
part of th^ actual number. 
Parlia- 


ment appointed a royal commission 
on arsenical poisoning in beer, and evi- 
dence is now being taken. Of course, 
the brewers were ignorant of the in- 
jury which followed from their beer, 
and were anxious to assist all efforts 
to find out the cause and to remove it. 
Other sections of England ha%e be- 
come alarmed, and a very general in- 
quiry is being made as to the cause 
of this new disease wherexcr it i«r no- 
ticed. It is found that alcohol is re- 
sponsible for a great many of thci-e 
palsies. 


The forms of paralysi«. from both 


alcohol and beer, called ncurites, arc 
the same, and are inflamiuatioiKs of 
the nerves (if tho extremities, A great 
deal of interest has been created in 


, ;;nd it Lsronh'deuth asserted 


action. l»eer drinking in England has 
receiu'd a very severe blow with this 
re\elation, and it is to be hoped that 
its influence may extend to thiscouu- 
tiy and break up much of the fa^clna- 
tion which this drink has In the mind 
of many persons who do not use strong 
spirits.—T. I). Or-othcrs-, in Union Sig- 
nal.

Luther Shoemaker, of Milan town- 


ship, is doing a thirty-eight-day 
term in jail for making a rough house 
at his home last Saturday, The judg- 
ment was pronounced by Justice 
Prance this forenoon.

•owing on -account of the death of a 
vise, prudent, just and eminent chief 
ixecutlve, there is comfort in the re- 
flection that tho close of his useful 
ife was as beautiful as it had been 
ronorable. 
He met the inevitable 


summons with faith sublime, sur- 
rendering, to the Master with the 
words upon his lips:
